I  w  ish  to  put' the  question  which  heads  this 
article  id  Southern  Baptists  for  answer.  In  order 
that  they  may  make  Intelligent  answer.  ■  want 
to  state  tsomd  facts. 

1.  The!  first  fact  I  want  to  state  Is  thli;  The 
Foreign  Mission  Board  has  In  good  conscience 
and  against  great  pressure  and  the  importunity  of 
great  nets!  endeavored  to  keep  Its  expenditures 
within  probable  receipts.  This  has  not  been  easy 
to  do.  Iljere  are  some  things  which  have  made  It 
difficult  tiu  keep  down  expenditures. 

(a>  T(ic  Foreign  Mission  Board  was  promised 
20  Million  dollars  out  of  the  75  millions  con¬ 
templated  In  the  Campaign.  When  the  pledge 
went  tq  92  millions,  the  Foreign  Mission  Board's 
prospective  receipts  rose  correspondingly.  The 
prospect  <if  at  least  4  million  dollars  a  year  In 
receipts  greatly  stimulated  the  hopes  and  expec¬ 
tations  of  it  he  missionaries  on  the  i  older  mission 
fields.  They  }ia<l  waited  long  for  ^enforcements 
arid  ask  fqr  these.  They  flooded  the  Board  with 
the  things!  wi|ioh  they  had  reason  to  expect  but 
which  wefe  beyond  prospective  receipts.  The 
Board  has!  bden  compelled,  therefore,  ruthlessly 
to  cut  the  estimates  which  have  come  in  front  the 
fields  tq  kjeep  expenditures  within  probable  re¬ 
ceipts.  Th|s  has  discouraged  mattv  missionaries 
and  has  hurt  the  cause  at  many  strategic  points. 

(bt  Following  the  apportionment  /which  al- 
loted  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  20  million  dol¬ 
lars  out  of  th*  75  millions,  there  was  In  several 
states  readjustments  of  these  apportionments  In 
juvor  of  education  etc.,  which  reduced  the  amount 
designated  (or  Foreign  Missions  when  the  Cam¬ 
paign  pledegs  were  taken.  Then  came  the. plea 
of  the  theoljogjral  schools  and  the  action  of  the 
Covnention  [which  requires  the  Foreign  Board 
to  loan  to  jthpse  schools  annually  a  total  sum 
which  Is  approximately  one  und  a  quarter  million 
dollars  out  df  (he  Board  receipts  already  reduced 
by  reapportlijnihent*  for  the  colleges,  etc. 

(c)  After  j  the  Campaign  was  projected,  acting 
on  the  Instruction  of  the  Convention,  the  Board 
made  plans  Ijorj  mission  wogk  in  Europe  anfl  set
